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S  the  present  publication  is  the  first  col- 
lection of  Psalm  Tunes,  published  under 
authority  or  sanction  of   the    General 
Assembly  of   the  Church  of  Scotland, 
since  1650,  when  the  present  authorized 
version  of  the  Psalms  was  substituted  for  the  former 
Psalter,  to  which  music  was  attached,  a  few  intro- 
ductory sentences  seem  necessary  to  explain  the  pur- 
pose of   the  Book  and  its  characteristic    features. 
During  the   last  two    hundred   years,  while    some 
regard  had  been  paid  to  the  subject-matter  employed 
in  Praise,  and  while  to  the  authorized  version  of  the 
Psalms,  now  so  familiar  to  every  Scottish  ear,  addi- 
tions had  been  made  in  the  Paraphrases  of  a  former 
century  ana  the  collection  of  Hymns  more  recently 
introduced,  no  ecclesiastical  oversight  had  been  taken 
of  the  Music  used  and  of  the  cultivation  required  for 
its  being  duly  rendered.     The  appointment  of  the 
Psalmody  Committee  in  1862  was  the  first  formal  step 
taken  by  the  Assembly  with  this  view;  and  one  of 
the  duties  which  they  found  to  be  incumbent  upon 
them  was  the  preparation  of  an  authorized  collection 
of  Psalmody.     They  reported  upon  the  subject  to  the 
Assembly  on  two  separate  occasions;  and  the  com- 
pilation  of  such   a  collectiou    having  received  due 
sanction,  in    "  The  Church  of  Scotland  Psalm  and 
Hymn  Tunc  Book"  the  work  intrusted  to  them  has 
carried  out. 
In  the  publication  of  the  Book  there  was  no  design* 
to  alter  the  character  of  the  Psalmody  in  use  in  the 
Church,  except  to  the  small  extent  following :   im- 
proved Harmonies  have  been  substituted,  in  anumber 
of  instances,  for  such  as  have  been  hitherto  defective; 
seme  Tunes  which,  by  popular  consent,  have  in  many 
collections  been   improperly   rendered,   are   n<>w  re- 
stored to  their  proper  form  ;  and  a  number  of  Turn-, 
■Detent  ind  modern,  not  hitherto  rang  in  Scotland, 
but  which  are  of  genuine  ecclesiastical  style,  have 
been  introduced.    A  raffldent  variety  has  in  this  wav 
been  secured,  although  some  objectionable  Tunes  have 
been  excluded.    A  few  Tunes  of  questionable  charac- 
ter bave  been  In*  I  ted,  out  of  deference  to  the  feel 
of  the  community,  but  no  Tune  positively  bad  baa  bet  D 
retained.     In  short,  and  without  presuming  to  make 
any  assertion  as  tO  wh  it  Should  0V  should  not  be  used 
in   Presbyterian  worship,  the  present  work  contains 
all  which  can  legitimately  be  desired  in  the  s,.rviee  of 
any  congregation  of  the  Church  of  Scotland      Psalm 
Tunes,    Hymn  Tunes,  Chants,  Doxolo^ies,  itc.  ;    and 

one  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to  Psalmody  improve 


ment  will  thus  be  removed,  namely  — the  use,  and 
consequent  expense,  of  a  number  of  tune  books,  of 
differing  harmonies,  in  the  same  place  of  worship. 

The  Book  consists  of  Three  Divisions,  each  of  which 
can  be  procured  separately.  The  contents  may  be 
severally  described  as  follows:  —  I.  Psalm  Tunes; 
II.  Hymn  Tunes  and  Chants;  III.  Doxologies  and 
Anthems,  &c. 

I.  The  Psalm  Tune  section  will  be  found  to  con- 
tain the  whole  music  necessary  for  the  majority  of 
the  congregations  in  Scotland;  and  its  small  price 
will  render  its  use  practicable  in  those  parts  of  the 
country  where  a  more  expensive  collection  would  be 
regarded  as  burdensome.  The  Tunes  in  this  section  are 
arranged  in  the  following  order,  namely  —  1.  C.  M. 
(Grand);  2.  C.  IE.  (Joyful);  3.  C.  M.  (Meditative); 
4.  C.  M.  (Pathetic);  5.  L.  M.,  6.  S.  M.,  7.  P.  M. 
(similarly  classified) ;  and,  8.  Appendix,  containing 
five  Anthem  Tunes.  This  classification  has  been  made 
as  affording  an  indication  of  the  sentiment  of  the 
respective  Tunes ;  but  as  it  is  a  mere  indication,  it  is 
not  to  be  regarded  as  superseding  the  discretion  of 
well-regulated  taste.  A  blank  in  the  numbers  has 
been  left  betwixt  each  class,  in  order  that,  if  it  shall 
be  found  desirable  hereafter  to  insert  additional 
Tunes,  they  may  be  added  in  their  proper  places. 

A  whole  Psalm,  or  a  considerable  part  of  one, 
has  been  attached  to  each  Tune,  in  place  of  the  Banal 
plan  of  inserting  a  verse  for  use  in  practice.  Expe- 
rience has  shown  that  congregations  and  choirs  prac- 
tising in  the  usual  way  have  acquired  a  habit  of 
singing  the  verse  attached  to  the  Tune  better  than 
the  verses  preceding  or  following  it ;  and  it  lias  been 
thought  right  to  attempt  a  remedy  for  this  evil  by 
encouraging  the  practice  of  several  verses  together, 
instead  of  one  merely. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  Index  of  appropriate 
Tunes  for  the  Psalms  and  Paraphrases,  great  ears  has 
been  taken;  and  it  is  believed  that  the  Index  in  q\ 
tion  will  be  found,  if  carefully  used,  to  he  exece  ill 
:'aetory. 
II.  The  Tunes  in  the  seoond  division  of  the  irork,  in 
Bar  ai  consisting  of  Hymn  Tunes— -being  from 
onwards— form  a  reprint.  \\i\\i  some  additions,  of  the 
lis  mn  Tune  Book  published  in  1866,    in  eonoequi

in  the  Hymn  Book  when  it  has  been  approved  of  by 
tho  Assembly. 

A  number  of  Chants  have  been  inserted  in  this 
division  of  the  work,  for  the  use  of  those  congrega- 
tions which,  in  prose  or  metre,  are  now  giving  variety 
to  their  service  by  chanting.  With  reference  to  prose 
chanting,  no  especial  directions  seem  called  for,  as 
the  passages  of  Scripture  to  be  used  are  distinctly 
pointed,  and  a  little  practice  will  render  a  congrega- 
tion familiar  with  the  manner  in  which  they  should 
be  sung.  As  a  rule,  both  in  prose  and  metrical  chant- 
ing, the  habit  has  been  to  sing  the  words  in  the 
reciting  note  too  rapidly,  and  in  the  cadence  too 
slowly.  This  has  produced  the  jarring  effect  upon 
the  mind  which  many  persons,  unaccustomed  to  good 
and  devotional  chanting,  describe.  The  proper  mode 
of  chanting  is  to  sing  the  words  in  the  reciting  note 
exactly  in  the  time  in  which  the  same  words  should 
he  read,  and  the  cadence  as  rapidly  as  is  necessary  to 
make  the  sentence  follow  in  the  same  continuity. 

In  metrical  chanting,  the  method  recommended  is 
to  treat  each  stanza  (C.  M.)  as  two  metrical  lines  of 
fourteen  feet  each,  and  to  arrange  them  thus,  paus- 
ing in  the  reciting  notes  where  commas  are  printed 
ill  the  words,  so  as  to  keep  up  the  sense  of  the  pas- 
sage :—

III.  In  the  third  section  of  the  Book — that  contain- 
ing Doxologiefl  and  Anthems  —  great  care  has  been 
exercised  in  the  selections,  which  have  been  made 
almost  entirely  from  pure  classical  sources.  The 
Publishers  have  kindly  allowed  the  use  of  a  number 
of  rhythmical  Psalms,  which  arc  inserted  at  the  end 
of  the  third  division,  in  the  hope  that,  for  congrega- 
tional practice  meetings,  or  perhaps  in  some  cases  as 
Doxologies,  they  may  be  found  useful  and  give 
variety. 

The  Committee  have  to  acknowledge  the  kindness 

of  several  gentlemen  from  whom  they  have  received

In  the  musical  supervision  of  the  work  they  have 
to  acknowledge  the  services  of  the  late  Mr.  T.  L. 
llately ;  of  his  son,  Mr.  Walter  Hately ;  and  of  their 
own  musical  director,  Mr.  T.  K.  Longbottom.  Their 
acknowledgments  are  also  duo  to  Rev.  J.  Curwcn,  for 
his  permission  to  publish  an  edition  of  the  work  in 
the  Tonic  Sol-fa  notation. 

Two  matters,  in  conclusion,  remain  for  remark. 
The  first  has  reference  to  the  time  in  which  Tunes 
should  be  sung;  the  other  to  the  form  of  writing  tho 
Tunes  which  has  been  foDowed. 

As  to  the  first,  it  will  be  observed  that  metronome 
marks  have  been  dispensed  with,  because  circum- 
stances of  various  congregations  render  the  observ- 
ance of  fixed  rules  on  the  subject  of  time  nearly 
impracticable.  The  habit  in  Scotland  is  generally  to 
sing  too  slowly ;  although,  in  a  very  few  congrega- 
tions, the  reverse,  it  is  feared,  has  to  be  deprecated — 
a  result  not  to  be  wondered  at,  when  the  former 
sluggishness  is  considered,  and  the  danger  in  all 
things  of  proceeding  from  one  extreme  to  another. 
Metronome  60  to  70  may  be  regarded  as  a  fair  average 
rate  of  singing;  but  this  is  subject  to  considerable 
acceleration  or  to  diminished  rapidity,  according  to 
circumstances,  varying  sentiment  of  words,  &c. ;  and 
the  rate  of  speed  may  be  varied,  even  in  the  course  of 
the  same  Psalm  or  Paraphrase. 

The  Book  has  been  printed  in  short  score,  partly 
for  the  sake  of  economizing  spaco,  and  so  of  giving  a 
larger  variety  of  Tunes  without  increased  expense ; 
but  chiefly  out  of  respect  to  the  desire  of  a  large 
number  of  gentlemen,  professional  and  amateur, 
who  have  strongly  stated  their  view,  that,  in  this 
publication,  the  Committee  should  follow  the  example 
of  the  best  English  Psalters  of  modern  times.  In 
practice  it  will  be  found  quite  as  easy  to  read  from 
two  staves  as  from  four.  Tho  upper  stave,  it  is 
scarcely  necessary  to  say,  contains  the  soprano  and 
contralto  parts ;  the  lower,  the  tenor  and  bass.  With 
reference  to  the  double  notes  with  which  lines  of  cer- 
tain Tunes  commence  and  finish,  it  is  to  be  remarked 
that  while  this  form  of  writing  is  generally  to  be 
found  in  the  older  Tunes,  it  is  not  necessary  that  in 
singing,  these  notes  shall  be  slavishly  adhered  to. 
This  matter  is  to  he  left  very  much  to  the  discretion 
and  taste  of  particular  congregations.  The  same 
remark  applies  to  the  double  bar  lines,  which  are  not 
always  to  he  regarded  as  pausing  places  in  the  music. 
The  Committee  have  thus  shortly  stated  the  objects 
sought  to  be  accomplished  In  the  publication  of  the 
Book,  and  indicated  the  plan  upon  which  they  havo 
proceeded  in  endeavouring  to  carry  them  out.  That 
the  Church  of  Scotland  Psalm  and  Hymn  Tune  Book 
may  prove  a  worthy  instrument  for  tho  advaneemei  t, 

of  pure  congregational  Psalmody,  to  be  joined  in  I  y 

the  whole  body  of  the  people,  the  Committee   fer- 
vently desire.
